M ortim er said he personally de­ 
livered the $5,000 to Forbes at a 
“party” in Chicago, and that Forbes 
merely thanked him for it. 
“I asked him for a note for the 
am ount,” th e w itness continued “but 
he just laughed.”

Despite the reductions made in the per­ 
sonnel of the government departments af- 
j ter the war, figures given out by the civil 
service commission 
show 
there still are 
1100,000 more civil employes of the federal 
government than there were in the year be­ 
fore this country entered the war. 
The 
comparative figures seem to indicate that 
the industry 
of 
government 
thrives on 
peace as well as war. 
The state 
department, 
for example, 
which required only 
2,700 
employes in 
1916, now has 4,000 names on its payroll. 
The state department carries on the gov­ 
ernment’s 
diplomatic 
correspondence, 
which must be pretty brisk just now. Pos­ 
sibly it is sending out dunning letters to 
our European debtors. 
The war depart­ 
ment would seem to have some notion of 
preparedness, for which the army has been 
scaled down to where it almost satisfies the 
pacifists, the department’s civil employes 
now number 14,000 more 
than 
they did 
seven years ago. 
The navy too, though it 
has been scrapping ships, has been taking 
on clerks; it has 7,000 more than in 1916. 
The Washington conference evidently did 
not place any limitation on this branch of 
naval armament. 
These figures, just a few of many cited 
by the commission, show how government 
grows and prospers. 
It’s a flourishing in­ 
stitution, employing this year 550,000 civil­ 
ians. 
That’s the federal government’s 
showing. State, county and municipal gov­ 
ernment swells the total to nearly three 
million. 
Is it any wonder Americans are 
beginning to ask where this huge industry 
is going to stop?

VICTORIA. B. C , Oct 24.—Fred 
erick K. Morris of New York, m em ­ 
ber of the Roy Cham pm an Andrews 
party of American 
scientists 
who 
have secured proof of the existence 
of the dinosaur egg in the wilds of I 
Mongolia arrived 
here 
yesterday 
from the far east aboard the Empress 
of Russia, bringing with him skele­ 
tons of the titanotheriidae and other 
fossilized rem ains of param ount im­ 
portance to science. 
The 
titanoth­ 
eriidae are said to have been the mis­ 
sing link in the race of great reptil- ! 
ian 
monsters 
of 
the pre-historic 
ages. 
The Andrews party which set out 
from Peking last April on the second 
year of its field work in Tushetu ‘ 
province of Mongolia. 
They found w hat had been describ-1 
ed as the w orld’s richest fields of j 
fossils. 
In the rocks near the Altai 
Mountains the party discovered per- 
* 
feet skeletons 
of 
the 
Aratopsian 
dinosaurs. 
One skeleton was found 
a few inches in the rock above where 
lay a nest of nine eggs. 
The eggs, 
believed to be the first discovered in 
the world, were split open. 
Sand 
had filtered in causing them to be­ 
come stone, thus preserving the shell 
intact. In one egg was an embryonic 
dinosauer in perfect form. 
The party 
found upwards of seventy skeletons, 
complete or fractional, and 25 eggs 
of the pre historic monsters. 
The party uncovered a Shelton of 
the baluchiterium, described as the j 
largest land m ammal yet found. 
Noting and analyzing the results of 
the t o years in the field will keep 
the scientific world busy for IOO 
years, stated Morris.
